HANNAH’S ancestry has been elusive. A fuller discussion is found in the Notes at the end 
of this section. Probably the best candidate for HANNAH’S father lies within walking distance of 
the Shepherd farmstead in Freehold Township and that is DAVID CLAYTON. He lived on the south 
side of the west branch of the Metedeconk River near the village of Claytons Corners.” A DAVID 
D. CLAYTON mortgaged a property in the village of Freehold in 1850 to WILLIAM SHEPHERD that 
may be relevant; more information in the section on WILLIAM, below. 


The date given in many sources for JAMES and HANNAH’S marriage is 8 September 1799; 
this is undoubtedly incorrect.? None of those using this date have left us with any idea where this 
information originated. Perhaps it started life as a typographical error as 8 September 1779 is 
plausible and that date has been adopted. 


Their son PETER made the statement that his father was left in a bad condition after his 
grandfather JOHN SHEPHERD, had lost his wealth and property through bad management and 
treachery.’ This loss came before 1794, as JOHN SHEPHERD died in November 1793 or from the 
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mishandling of his estate soon thereafter. Beyond this generalization, PETER left us with no 
details about this catastrophe but it does explain the migration of the majority of JAMES and 
HANNAN’S offspring to other parts (see below). 


They lived in the same area their entire lives, owning property in Freehold and Upper 
Freehold Townships; their farm is pictured as it looked in 2000. At the time these two townships 
extended much farther south than today, 
encompassing Millstone Township in 
Monmouth County and Plumsted and Jackson 
Townships in Ocean County. The SHEPHERD 
farmstead is on Ely-Harmony Road, about a 
mile northeast of Carr’s Tavern and right on 
the border between Freehold and Millstone 
Townships and just north of the border with 
Jackson Township. In various tax records of 
Monmouth County, a JAMES SHEPHERD is 
listed in 1778, October 1781, July 1784, July 
1785, 1787, July and August 1789 and June 
and August 1790 in Freehold Township; the 
1787 list uses the equivalent name of Lower Freehold Township. In 1787 JAMES is listed as the 
owner of the adjoining dwelling house to a 135 acre tract being surveyed for JOHN REID that is 
northwest of the South Branch of the Meteteconk River in Freehold Township.’ There is also a 
tax record for a JAMES SHEPHERD in Dover Township for July 1779 but as this is the only time 
this location surfaces, and until such time that reliable information surfaces, it is accepted that 
this pertained to someone else. JAMES purchased a tract of land in Freehold Township on 1 
September 1798 that was on the west side of the lower branch of the Meteconck Brook. The 
previous owners, JOHN and SUSANNAH ROBINSON, were from New York City. He sold a portion 
of this tract, 43.5 acres, to his son WILLIAM on 4 February 1803 for 40 pounds. This deed was not 
recorded at the county clerk’s office until 1822.° On 29 J anuary 1822, JAMES SHEPHERD, SENIOR 
and his wife HANNAH, sold 24 acres to their son JAMES SHEPHERD, JUNIOR for $100.00. This tract 
began on a strip of land between the houses of JAMES and WILLIAM SHEPHERD in Freehold 
Township.’ On the same day their son JOHN sold 4 acres to JAMES, JUNIOR. On 6 October 1826, 
they sold 8.4 acres, with a house, to their son JOHN, for $20.00. This tract was north of JAMES 
SHEPHERD, JUNIOR’S farmhouse.* JAMES bought 18 acres more or less along Stony Gully in 
Freehold Township for $72.90 at an auction of properties owned by the estate of JOSEPH 
MATHEWS on 16 November 1831. He and ANNA, his wife, sold a portion of this tract containing 
3.9 acres to DAVID APPLEGATE for $10.00 on 24 May 1833.’ On 4 April 1833 JAMES, HANNAH’S 
name is crossed out, sold to DAVID, his son, for $500.00, 159.20 acres in three tracts near the 
head of the northwesterly branch of the main South Branch of the Metecunk River. The tracts 
were about 500’ west of JAMES and HANNAH’S dwelling and measured 59.70, 30.00, and 70.20 
acres.'° But this is not the last to be said about this sale. 

By 1731 Freehold Township, the whole of western Monmouth County, had, at least 
functionally if not legally, split in two: Upper and Lower Freehold Townships, adding a 4" 
township to the county. Freehold and Lower Freehold are interchangeable names but the use of 
Lower Freehold is only found on records from 1731 to 1844 at the latest. In that year Upper and 
Lower Freehold ceased to border each other when Millstone Township was created out of a bit of 
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Township while in the 1850 census, they were 
enumerated in Millstone Township. 

JAMES died on 24 August 1834 and 
was buried in the Yellow Meeting House 
Churchyard in Red Valley. A Will has not 
been located but it does seem to have existed 
as his son DAVID acts as executor in land ee io his brothers WILLIAM and JAMES. After 
JAMES’ death, HANNAH moved to Butler County, Ohio in 1840 with her unmarried daughters 
HANNAH and MARTHA and her son-in-law ADDI CHAMBERLAIN according to her son PETER who 
moved to that county in the early part of the previous decade. Oddly, PETER does not say when, 
or if, his sister MARY, ADDI’S wife, made the move (see below). HANNAH lived with her son-in- 
law ADDI until her death in 1848. Seven of her children have been found in Butler County: 
SARAH, MARTHA, HANNAH, ANN, PETER, DAVID and JOSEPH; MARY has only been found in 
Indiana. Prior to the move she disposed of land that she had owned with her husband in NJ. 
Returning to the 159.20 acres JAMES had deeded to his son DAVID in 1833, we find it again being 
sold in two tracts. On 7 November 1835 HANNAH SHEPHERD, widow of the late JAMES SHEPHERD 
of Upper Freehold Township and DAVID SHEPHERD of the same place sold 66.24 acres to 
WILLIAM SHEPHERD for $500.00 and 92.85 acres to JAMES SHEPHERD for $500.00.'' DAVID is 
acting as executor for his father’s estate, and transferring land to, presumably, his brothers in 
accordance with his father’s last wishes. The $500 price tag was probably fictional and inserted 
to establish indebtedness to the estate for the care of their mother. On that same date DAVID, 
alone, sells 37.50 acres of meadow and swamp on the main north branch of the Metetecunk to 
WILLIAM for $262.00.'” 





Issue: 


1) WILLIAM I. SHEPHERD: appears in the 1840 Freehold Township census as a 50-60 year old 
male. He may have had a first wife named EMMA who died in 1817. Bought 66.20 acres from 
father’s estate and another 37.5 acres from his brother DAVID in 1835. In 1860 he is there 
with $4000.00 in real estate.'* As stated above, DAVID D. CLAYTON and his wife MARY 
ELIZA mortgaged a house and lot on Throckmorton Avenue in the village of Freehold on 13 
May 1850 to WILLIAM SHEPHERD of Freehold Township for $200.00 to be repaid by the 4" of 
October, with interest. They had purchased the house in October 1849 from DR. JOHN A. 
THROCKMORTON. The mortgage was cancelled by JACOB HINE on 11 March 1852.'* While 
this mortgage could involve this WILLIAM SHEPHERD, it could also be his nephew, the son of 
his brother JOHN. It may be important as it is a tangible connection between the CLAYTON and 
SHEPHERD families. WILLIAM died 28 December 1861. They were buried in the Upper 
Freehold Baptist Church cemetery in Red Valley, also known as the Old Yellow Meeting 
House and the Church of Christ at Crosswicks. According to their grave markers, EMMA was 
60 years, 8 months and 18 days at her death, placing her birth on 3 April 1757 while WILLIAM 
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died at 81 years, 3 months and 12 days, placing his birth on 16 September 1780.'° EMMA’S 
year of death would, more likely, be 1847.

CATHERINE SHEPHERD: born February 1806. Married EDWARD CLAYTON on 7 March 
1833 by PATRICK D. LYNCH, J.P., probably in Freehold Township.'® EDWARD died 7 
October 1850 and CATHERINE died 12 February 1865; both buried Freehold Baptist 
Burial Grounds (Barkalow Avenue, Freehold Borough). At this time, their gravemarker is 
illegible but it once contained the following: Edward D. Clayton, d. Oct. 7, 1850, aged 
47.11.23; wife Catharine, d. Feb. 12, 1865, aged 59.11.23." 


SARAH SHEPHERD: may have been born in Monmouth Beach. She married WILLIAM PARKER 
on 8 September 1799 in Monmouth County, NJ. He had been born in Freehold Township on 
14 October 1769 to THOMAS PARKER and AMEY JAMES. After the death of WILLIAM in 
Freehold Township on 14 December 1820 (buried Yellow Meeting House Cemetery), SARAH 
moved to Ohio. At the time of her death on 20 February 1859, she was living in Hamilton, 
Butler County, OHIO.'® Buried Greenwood Cemetery in Hamilton, OHIO.

JOHN I. SHEPHERD: married SARAH THOMPSON on 19 September 1812. Their story is 
continued in their own section. 


MARTHA SHEPHERD: mentioned in sister HANNAH’S 1851 Will. Never married, moved with 
mother, sister HANNAH and brother-in-law ADDI CHAMBERLAIN to Butler County, Ohio in 
1840 according to her brother PETER (see below). She died in Hamilton, Butler County, Ohio 
in 1876. 


HANNAH SHEPHERD: She never married; moved to Butler County, Ohio with her mother, her 
sister MARTHA, and her brother-in-law ADDI CHAMBERLAIN in 1840 according to her brother 
PETER (see below). Will written 20 December 1851, probated 3 February 1852 in Butler 
County, Ohio.”° Mentions all eleven siblings: brothers WILLIAM, JOHN, JAMES, JOSEPH, 
WILLIAM and PETER, and sisters SARAH PARKER, MARTHA SHEPHERD, MARY CHAMBERLAIN, 
CATHERINE THOMAS and ANNE M[ASON?]. 


JAMES I. SHEPHERD married ANNA or ANNIE MATHEWS in Monmouth County on 13 April 
1816. On 29 January 1822 when, as mentioned earlier, JAMES bought 24 acres from his 
father, he also bought a 4 acre tract from JOHN SHEPHERD.”! On 23 March 1822, JAMES 
purchased 51.75 acres from THOMAS DEBow, the same date that DEBOw sold and adjacent 
parcel of 62 acres to JOHN I. SHEPHERD. [see if this can be James the father] Seven years 
later, on 12 June 1829, JAMES SHEPHERD, JUNIOR of Freehold Township purchased 52.39 
acres in Freehold Township from the heirs of JOSEPH RUE of New York City for $91.00. This 
tract was west of the road leading from Parker’s Tavern to the Federal F: urnace.” Parker’s 
Tavern was owned by CHARLES PARKER; when he sold it to ASHER SMITH, the tavern and the 
area surrounding it was renamed to Smith’s Tavern at Smithburg and it sits at the meeting 
point of Freehold, Millstone, and Manalapan Townships with the actual land being in 
Millstone Township after it was created in 1844. Federal Furnace & Forge was near 
Lakehurst. In 1824 SAMUEL G. WRIGHT, of Wrightsville in Upper Freehold Township, 
purchased the derelict furnace, refurbished it and opened under the name Dover Furnace in 
1826. The road connecting the two is now CR 527. They apparently lived in Freehold 
Township all their lives. JAMES, as mentioned earlier, is found purchasing over 92 acres from 
his mother and brother DAVID in November 1835 before they left for Ohio. JAMES and ANNA 
are found next to his brothers JOHN and WILLIAM in the 1840 and 1860 census.” In 1850 all 
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three brothers are in Freehold Township, but not adjacent to each other.”* JAMES bought 

12.18 acres of land costing $426.30 from his nephew WILLIAM I. SHEPHERD and his wife 

ACSAH on 3 April 1867. It is described as being a part of Lot No. 8 of the lots sold by 

ANTHONY HULSE of the estate of WILLIAM SHEPHERD deceased. This bordered land sold in 

1837 to JOHN SHEPHERD, who may or may not be WILLIAM’S uncle.”> JAMES ventured into 

the mortgage business in 1850, accepting 13 tracts of land from CORNELIUS MATTHEWS as 

collateral for a loan. This was cancelled in 1852 but he accepted a second mortgage from 

CORNELIUS MATTHEWS for 3 of the 13 tracts from the earlier mortgage. He refinanced this 

debt at least three more times, lasting into the 1870s at least. He also financed mortgages for 

WILLIAM MATTHEWS, CORNELIUS’S brother, in 1855 and for JOHN PITTENGER in 1857 who 

would not pay it off until 1870. 1855 saw a mortgage for JOHN FORMAN and the 1857 buyer 

of FORMAN’S property EDWARD GRAVETTE. GRAVETTE did not honor his obligation so JAMES 
resorted to the Courts, foreclosed on the property and won the $2,600.00 penal sum contained 
in the mortgage. But, he accepted a mortgage in this amount from none-other-than JOHN 

FORMAN in 1857! JOHN REID was another who tried to pull a fast one on JAMES. He received 

$500.00 for a mortgage on 72+ acres on | April 1856. He then turns around and executes 

another mortgage to DANIEL REED for $1000.00 for the exact same property on the same date 
but this later mortgage contains the clause that this second mortgage will take precedence in 
law over the earlier mortgage to JAMES SHEPHERD! Since JAMES was not involved in the 
second one, he probably knew nothing about it. If JOHN breached the terms and JAMES 
resorted to Court, DANIEL would present the second mortgage and, as it took precedence, and 
was for a greater amount, the land would go to DANIEL, not JAMES. While JAMES would win 
the lawsuit, JOHN would own nothing that could be taken or sold to pay the debt — in effect 
the mortgage would become an unsecured personal loan. Both of these mortgages were 
cancelled on 5 April 1859.”° The lending continued for many more years and no doubt there 
was one or more unpaid when JAMES died. That occurred on 20 March 1875 followed by 

ANNA on 25 September 1880. The Monmouth Inquirer and Democrat mentions that ANNA 

lived near Smithburg and was survived by a grandson, the son of their only child LEwIs. This 

report is puzzling as other sources have listed four children born to LEWIs by 1850. They are 
buried in the /st Presbyterian Church of Millstone Cemetery in Perrineville (also known as 

Perrineville Presbyterian Cemetery). Their plot is behind that of JAMEs' brother JOHN and his 

wife SARAH. JAMES’S last Will and Testament and the estate inventory has not been 

reviewed.” 

a) Lewis P. SHEPHERD: born 3 January 1817. LEwis died 12 October 1850, and was interred 
in Ist Presbyterian Church of Millstone Cemetery by some accounts while others give 
Maplewood Cemetery in Freehold. 

i) JAMES HENRY SHEPHERD: born 1841, died 1845, interred with father. 

ii) ANNA SHEPHERD 

iii) JAMES HENRY SHEPHERD: born 28 March 1847, died 27 June 1909, buried in 
Maplewood Cemetery in Freehold, NJ. 

iv) CHARLES L. SHEPHERD: born 18 February 1850, died 7 October 1905, buried in 
Maplewood Cemetery in Freehold, NJ. 
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KATHERINE SHEPHERD: married JOSEPH THOMAS; died 25 April 1856 in Monmouth County, 
NJ. She was buried in the Old Yellow Meeting House (Upper Freehold Baptist) Churchyard 
in Red Valley. 


JOSEPH SHEPHERD: married CATHERINE STOUTENBOROUGH, daughter of DAVID 
STOUTENBOROUGH and ELEANOR SCHENCK on 17 March 1831 in Warren County, NJ. JOSEPH 
died in 1869 in Butler County, OH and CATHERINE in 1895.” Both were interred in 
Middletown Cemetery and moved in 1925 to Woodside Cemetery. 

a) ELEANOR SHEPHERD: born 28 January 1832 in OH. Married LUMAN GRIFFIS on 30 March 
1853 in Butler County, OH. ELEANOR died 12 April 1855, buried Greenwood Cemetery, 
Hamilton, OH. LUMAN died 24 February 1908; buried with wife. 

b) HANNAH SHEPHERD: born about 1834 in OH. 

c) MARy J. SHEPHERD: born about 1837 in OH. 

d) SARAH SHEPHERD: born about 1840 in OH. 

e) DANIEL SHEPHERD: born about 1843 in OH. 

f) JOHN SHEPHERD: born about 1845 in OH. 

g) ANTHONY SHEPHERD: born 8 June 1846 in Kyles, OH; married LUCY CHAMBERLAIN; 
ANTHONY died 31 October 1917 in Middleton, Butler County, Ohio and was buried in 
Woodside Cemetery in Middleton. Lucy died 13 March 1921 and was buried with her 
husband. 

h) ELIZABETH SHEPHERD: born 13 February 1849 in OH; married JAMES SCHENCK 
GARRISON on | February 1870 in OH. She died 25 February 1925 and he 26 July 1941; 
both interred in Woodside Cemetery in Middletown. 

i) EMELINE SHEPHERD: born about 1850 in OH. 


Mary S. SHEPHERD: married ADDI CHAMBERLAIN on 2 February 1826 in Freehold 
Township, NJ. ADDI CHAMBERLAIN moved to Butler County, Ohio in 1840 when his mother- 
in-law HANNAH SHEPHERD moved there with her unmarried daughters HANNAH and 
MARTHA, according to her brother PETER who does not mention MARY (see below). ADDI 
and his mother-in-law lived together until her death in 1848. MARy died in Indiana in 1865. 


10) DAVID SHEPHERD: married ELIZABETH FLY on 23 April 1836 in Monmouth County, NJ. 


DAVID and ELIZABETH and their son JAMES moved to Ohio with a sister and her husband ina 
covered wagon in late1837 or early 1838. They first lived with his brother PETER befor 
moving to Union Township where he had a 656-acre farm (see below). DAVID died 12 
October 1876 and ELIZABETH on 1 November 1902 in Union Township, Butler County, OH. 
Both buried in Greenwood Cemetery in Hamilton, OH. 

a) JAMES O. SHEPHERD: born 7 September 1836 in Monmouth County, NJ; married LAURA 
ELLEN BROWN on 20 June 1867 in Butler County, OH; JAMES died 7 October 1908 in 
West Chester, Butler County, OH. LAURA died 4 March 1927 in Butler County. Both 
buried in Greenwood Cemetery in Hamilton, OH. 

b) WILLIAM F. SHEPHERD: born 29 December 1838 in West Chester, Butler County, OH; 
married ELIZABETH JANE Coy on 30 August 1865 in Butler County, OH. Inherited a 
portion of his father’s farm. WILLIAM died on 22 July 1901 in West Chester, Butler 
County, OH. 
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c) MARY ELLEN SHEPHERD: born | May 1848 and died 13 February 1849 in West Chester, 
Butler County, OH. 

d) CHARLES HENRY SHEPHERD: born 16 July 1850 in West Chester, Butler County, OH; 
married BARBARA WEHR on 2 March 1875 in West Chester, Butler County, OH. 

e) ERNEST G SHEPHERD: died 1868, buried Greenwood Cemetery, Hamilton, OH. 


11) PETER WILSON SHEPHERD: mentioned in his sister HANNAH’S 1851 Will. Wife named 
MARTHA. Apprenticed as a blacksmith, worked at the same in New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and 
Maryland before being the first of this family to move to Ohio in December 1829, ending up 
in Butler County a little before ... his father died ..., i.e. August 1834. PETER was involved in 
many businesses and owned a farm which he sold to PETER SHAFER around 1867. PETER 
SHAFER married his great-niece ELIZABETH CHEESEMAN in Liberty Township, Butler County 
in 1848; she was born in 1830, the daughter of ABIJAH CHEESEMAN and HANNAH PARKER of 
Monmouth County, New Jersey. HANNAH PARKER was the daughter of WILLIAM PARKER and 
SARAH SHEPHERD, PETER’S sister. PETER SHEPHERD died in Butler County 17 March 1899, 
outliving all of his siblings; MARTHA died in 1872; both buried in Greenwood Cemetery, 
Hamilton, OHIO.”? 


12) ANN S. SHEPHERD: mentioned in her sister HANNAH’S 1851 Will. Married name was possibly 
Mason. She died in 1869 in Butler County, Ohio or Indiana. 
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Candidates for the paternity of HANNAH CLAYTON. 





There were nine men who are listed in the tax ratable schedule of 1780, extracted below, in 
Freehold Township including JOHN CLAYTON of Chesterfield Township and Middletown 
(d.1704) and DAVID CLAYTON believed to be the one who lived near Claytons Corners, just north 
of the SHEPHERD farmstead. *° *!

One known HANNAH CLAYTON was the daughter of DAVID CLAYTON of Freehold (d.1747, son of 
RICHARD of RI) but she married GARRAT HULSEART in 1752; however there are branches in this 
family that might be correct.** The SHEPHERD farm was a short distance southwest of a small 
village named Clayton’s Corners and near the house of DAVID CLAYTON, located on the south 
side of the west branch of the Metedeconk River. 


DAVID CLAYTON (FamilySearch ID# LCR1-TH7) born 1661, son of RICHARD CLAYTON and 
MARGARET FELL; married AMEY COOKE in 1688, Newport RI; died 1730. They are possible 
grandparents of HANNAH for, as their sons ABRAHAM and DAVID are too old, their son JOHN is 
the right age and his descendants are not recorded on FamilySearch. Will of DAVID CLAYTON of 
Freehold dated 4 April 1729 mentions wife AMIE, sons ABRAHAM, DAVID, and JOHN, daughters 
ANN, wife of DAVID STARKIE and MARGARET, wife of JOSEPH TAYLOR; more than one DAVID in 
area. This might be the DAVID that lived near Claytons Corner. Proved August 11, 1730. Lib. B, 


p. 232 (Documents Relating to the Colonial History of the State of New Jersey, Vol. XXLII, Calendar of New Jersey Wills, Vol. 
1. 1670-1730; William Nelson; 1901) 


Another possible connection is through THOMAS D. CLAYTON; he was 15 when HANNAH was 
born. They probably do not share the same parents — THOMAS’S lived in England — but he could 
be an uncle or cousin. He lived in NJ before ending up in Ohio, which may be the reason JAMES 
and HANNAH’S children headed to Ohio, the first was PETER in 1829 (follow up on his bio — 
gives a detailed account of where and when in Ohio — downloaded to Lineage>Shepherd file). In 
Greene County, Ohio (approximately 50 miles northeast of Butler County) there was the family 
of THOMAS D. CLAYTON and his wife ELIZABETH BRAND. THOMAS D. CLAYTON was born 1747 
(Manchester, Lancs) and died 1813 (Bath Township, Greene County, Ohio). He emigrated from 
Lancashire to Shrewsbury, Monmouth County c1762, where he married ELIZABETH BRAND 
c1765. ELIZABETH BRAND was born 1747 (Shrewsbury, Monmouth County) and died 1827 
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(South Lebanon, Warren County, Ohio); she was the daughter of WILLIAM and ELIZABETH 
BRAND of RI. THOMAS and ELIZABETH CLAYTON lived in Shrewsbury until 1789 at least; they 
were living in Harrison County, Virginia, now West Virginia, in 1793 where they stayed until 
1798 at least. Greene County, in part, and all of Butler County were formed from Hamilton 
County in 1803. 


JOHN CLAYTON (1702 — 1748) and CATHERINE RHEA are candidates for grandparents. Three 
sons have not been adequately traced: JOSEPH (1735 — 1816; FamilySearch ID#L41C-NVW), 
JOHN C. CLAYTON (ID# LHK2-S7X) and DAVID CLAYTON (b1733; ID# L78J-HQL). 


There is a large and active group of descendants of WILLIAM CLAYTON (1632 — 1689) who sailed 
on the Kent with THOMAS FOULKES in 1677. Careful review and consideration has led me to 
conclude that HANNAH is not related to WILLIAM who settled in Chester County, PA.
